Whether or not Crav:ford County Prosecutor Thomas E. 
Kent will continue on as the area’s chief law enforcement 
officer will be decided by the electorate. An attempt to gain a 
fecal Giechion was successtul whea County Clem LES Lovely 
was notified by letter dated April 4th from State Director of 
Elections Bernard J. Apol that the election would be held on 
Teecday, May ard, 

The letter to Lovely said, in part, “Wil! you please 
implement the necessary procedures provided by faw to 
accomplish this request. This will include the preparation of 
the ballot.” , 

The dispute over Kent's competency as Prosecutor has 
been brewing since late last year. Displeasure over his 
performance the recail faction ictowed disclosure that Kent 
and his law partner and Asst. Prosecutor Alion Davis were 
partners in a Gladwin firm who gained a contract with the 
state 10 construct a new Sociai Services Building west of 
Grayling. Pulbic anger over the building site. some five miles 
from town, prompted ah in-depth review by the Social 
Services Board, and ultimately led to a decision by the State 
to re-let bids for anothei building location. 

Apol's recent letter included a decree from Richard H. 
Austin, Secretary of State. calling for the special election. 
substance of which read as follows: 

“This office having canvassed the petitions praying for 
an election for the recall of Thomas Kent from the office of 
prosecutor of Crawford County, and having determined that 
the petitions contain a sufficient number of signatures of 
registered electors residing in the county of Crawford to 
comply with a statutory requirement: 

Therefore pursuant to Section 963 (2) of the Michigan 
Compiled Laws of 1970, as amended. | hereby issue the call 
for a special election in the county of Crawford to be held on 
May 23, 1978.

Secret trial dangers 


Closed court sessions

The reat problem is that once the 
theory of secrecy in the court system is 
accepted, it can lead to an erosion of 
the protection the court system is 
supposed to provide for the individual. 

The Constitution of the United States 
sets some very rigid standards demand- 
ing open government~-“‘Congress shall 
Mane 16 law...abiidging the freedom oF 
speech, or of the press...” That includes 
courtrooms. 

In my view, this same Constitutional 
guarantee carries with it some funda- 
mental obligations for the press to 
respect; one of these obligations is the 
duty to defend the freedoms the 
Constitution provides. 


The primary point in all this discus- 


sion centers on the ultimate protection 


this 
be 


of the rights of the accused; 
ultimate protection should not 


* comprised by the immediate fear of the 


damage public disclosure might inflict. 

If the court embraces the right to 
close doors, then the guarantee of a fair 
trial is jeopardized. The concept of the 
open trial is central to the concept of 
legal equity and fairness. If the people 
can watch what’s going on in court, as 
in other public arenas, then the chances 
of fair treatment are much more secure. 

Consider a hypothetical case: You are 
accused by a public nrosec 
crime. You can't afford your own 
attorney, sa the public judge appoints 
your counsel. This same judge then 
conducts your trial, without a jury, and 
behind closed doors. It could happen 
here. 


That's jusi ihe iype of “justice” we 
read about in totalitarian countries. 

Or consider the current case of Sami 
tsmail, the Michigan State University 
student tried in Israel as a suspected 
terrorist. One of the greatest fears 
expressd by Esmail’s backers was the 
closed courtroom—secrecy during the 
trial, 

When the caurt clased its doars—in 
israel or inythis courtry—the chances 
ae 108 AS Wappen 

Open court sessions frequently. bring 
undue nardship and dangers to those 
involved. especially in the sensational 
atmosphere generated by sexually 
oriented trials. The individuals involved 
can be damaged greatly, and this fact is 
deplorable. f 

However, closed court sessions can 
be misused to cause much greater 
hardship, and the dangers that secrecy 
in the judicial process pose are of much 
more severe consequence. 


That's why courtroom secrecy should - 


be regarded as a cancer that threatens 
the health of the general public.
